Is the Administration Sentiment. 
This statement, which was made to me 
personally by an influentia: member of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's net, can probably be 
taken as expressing the present attitude of 


the administration toward the tariff. Presi- 


dent Roosevelt undoubtedly believes, as do 
most of the men in the republican party,’ 
that the existing tariff law is in many re- 
spects unequal and unfair. The principal 
obstacle in the way of any attempt at re- 
vision is the difficulty of convincing the old 
time party leaders that the unfairness and 
inequality of the Dingley tariff are sufficient- 
ly large to outweigh the possiblé disturb- 
ence to business arising from any change in 
the existing rates.

There was not a holdup or a robbery in Chi- 
cago last night—not because the thieving 
gentry had reformed, but because it found a 
lovely soft spot where work could be done 
without any danger. The “soft spot was 
in Harlem—at the prize fight between Billy“ 
Mellody and Buddy Ryan. 

Never, since the prize fighting arena at 
Roby was set on fire to an accompaniment 
of bullets during the world’s fair year, has 
there. been such wholesale robbery of 
watches, purses, pins, and other articles 
sporting virtu. 

Harlem policemen laughed while the pick- 
pockets worked, and the men who resorted 
to fistic science to defend their property gen- 
erally lost what they tried to save and got a 
thorough thrashing thrown in for good meas- 
ure. 


Some Victims Will Be Quiet. 

Some of the huskiest sports in town 
would appear in the list of the financially and 
physically injured if they cared to squeal.”’ 
They, however, have a code of morals that 
does not countenance such action. 

“Say,” said onewillfully, “I'd lke to 
make a holler about the eighty they got, 
but my frau doesn't know I was out tonight 
and so I guess I'll take mine quietly.” 


Under Sheriff Barrett’s Favor. 


The affair was conducted under the aus- 
pices of the Harlem Athletic club.“ beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Chicago police but 
within Sheriff Barrett’s “sphere of influ- 
ence.” 

The sheriff recently said he saw no rea- 
son for interfering with the manly art of 
self-defense, and gave the Harlem club a 
clean bill of health. 

While the men were fighting, despite the 
fact that both had been put, under peace 
bonds earlier in the day, thieves made repeat- 
ed attempts to “rush” the doorkeepers. a 
constable seeking to serve a state warrant 
was ejected three times by the Harlem police, 
and one of the largest gangs of holdup men 
ever gathered together in Cook county openly 
operated among the crowd which was una- 
ble to obtain admission to the small and 
densely packed hall at Desplaines avenue 
and West Madison street. 


Thieves Work with System. 
When the fight was brought to a sudden 
conclusion, after a minute's contest, by the 
pounding of Mellody into u 8, 
the hundreds of persons who were compelled 
to rely on the inadequate car service pro- 
vided became the prey of the holdup men 
who worked with no attempt at concealment. 
No cars were in waiting and when the 
sporting men thronged from the hall they 
were compelled to wait at a street corner for 
a chance to reach the city. This was the 
harvest time for the pickpockets, Nearly 
twenty in number, and paying no attention 
to the uniformed Harlem policemen on the 
scene, the gang divided into three flying 
squadrons and made a systematic attempt 
to collect all the watches, purses, and jewelry 

in the crowd. “es 


Try to Rob Referee Siler. 

No distinction was made by the thieves in 
selecting their victims. When the first car 
approached George Siler, referee in many 
prize fights, was jostled by three men, one of 
whom made an effort to secure Siler’s dia- 
mond pin. 

Another of the pickpockets elbowed up to 
the thieyes engaged with Siler and warned 
his associates. 

“Drop it. That's Siler,” he said in audible 
tones. ‘ 

** Play no favorites,“ was the reply from a 
man who appeared to be the leader of the 
‘gang and who had been standing a little to 
one side and directing operations. The po- 
licemen in the vicinity paid no attention and 
the work of robbery proceeded. 1 


Some of the Victims. 

Fighting his way vigorously Mr. Siler suc- 
ceeded in escaping with his diamond and 
pocketbook. Many others were less fortu- 
nate. Charles Carnie, a spectator, found 
himself with his pocketbook missing and the 
pocket which had contained it nearly torn 
out. | 
oN. P. Cummings, who was in a party of 
seven which included Charles B. Rector, the 
restaurant man, struck the pickpocket who 
assailed him and succeeded in saving a locket 
which was attached to his watch chain. Mr. 
Rector hid his valuabies and, although he 
was caught in the crowd and his clothing 
searched, he escaped without loss. 

It was late at night before the last of the 
crowd succeeded in reaching the city, and 
nearly all told of rough experiences during 
and after the battle. . 


Scored by N. P. Cummings. 

It was the worst mismanaged affair I ever 
Saw. said N. P. Cummings. Men who had 
paid fer seats were not permitted to occupy 
them. he doorkeepers demanded 88 from 
late comers, although the price of tickets 
was only $1, $2, and $3. I succeeded in escap- 
ing the pickpockets only by using my fists, 
and the others in the party with me also were 
fortunate. 

I understand that a son of Ald. Badenoch 
choked a pickpocket who attacked him. 
There were many fights.” 

Others present at the fight commented on 
the lack of protection in case of fire. The 
pushing and crowding in the aisles while 
the fight was in progress, it is said, would 
have made it impossible to clear the hall of 
the 2,200 persons who attended within a rea- 
sonable time, and the frame building would 
have been good food for the flames. 

Peace Bonds Thought a Ruse. — 

During the show warrants were served on 
Ryan, Mellody, Sig Hart, manager for the 
local boxer; John Mooney, who represented 
Mellody, and Abe Pollock. The principals 
earlier in the day had been er small bonds 
by Justice Bradwell to keep the peace. The 
action was taken on complaint of “ Edward 
Hoffman,” whose identity did not develop. 

Three times while the fights were in prog- 
ress Constable John Small attempted to enter 
the hall to serve a state warrant on Howard 
Carr, manager of the Harlem Athletic club, 
Each time Small was forcibly ejected by men 
in police uniform, and he wae unable to ob- 
tain service until the contests had ended and

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TRIES FAITH ON SMALLPOX. 


Mrs. W. C. Waterbury, Scientist, 
Now in Isolation Hospital. 


FINDS SHE IS NOT IMMUNE. 


Insists, However, That Her Belief Is 
Unbroken, if Strained.. 


Mrs. W. C. Waterbury, a faith healer, and, 
according to her sister-in-law, a member of 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, of La 
Grange, held the belief until last Tuesday 
that she was immune from the infection of 
smallpox. 

Whether she holds her faith unimpaired to- 
day is a question. She is being treated for 
smallpox by physicians in the Chicago Isola- 
tion hospital along with her 9 year old son, 
Elba. The sister-in-law says that Mrs. Wa- 
terbury's belief, so far as it applies to small- 
pox, has been strained but not broken. 

Mrs, Waterbury, it appears, has had strong 
opinions on the subject of healing by faith 
for some time. She held that not only sim- 
ple disorders of the system might be dis- 
sipated by the power of mind, but that con- 
tagious diseases could gain no hold on a per- 


She went so far as to disregard such precau- 
tions as the vaccination of herself and her 
children. 

Visits Family of Sister. 

Two weeks ago she came to Chicago to visit 
her sister, Mrs. Allan Hammond, West 
Thirty-first street and Forty-second avenue. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hammond were ill, as was also 
a niece, Miss Fern Cotten of Flushing. Mich., 
who had been staying in the household. Mrs. 
Waterbury came to investigate the nature 
of the illness and to lend the aid of faith 
cure, the Hammonds not being faith heal- 
ers. The disease at that time was a mys- 
tery. 

Two hours after the departure of Mrs. Wa- 
terbury, however, the illness was diagnosed 
as smallpox, the city health department was 
notified, and before nightfall Mr. and Mrs. 
Hammond and Miss Cotten were taken to the 
isolation hospital. Mr. Hammond is a North- 
western university student. 


Tries to Vindicate Belief. 

At this news Mrs. Waterbury was aroused 
to a Vindication of her belief. She told her 
sister-in-law. Mrs. H. L. Waterbury, that 
the idea of contagion was all nonsense, and 
that she would prove it. She had been ex- 
posed to the disease, and they would see 
that she wouldn't get it. Moreover, she 
returned to Chicago and exposed herself 
again in the Hammond house before it had 


been fumigated. 

By this time the Chicago health depart- 
ment was on the trail of Mrs. Waterbury. 
Dr. Heman Spalding telephoned to Health 
Inspector George Joyce for the village of 
La Grange, and Mr. Joyce was waiting for 
Mrs. Waterbury when she returned to her 
residence, 412 Fifth avenue. Ignoring the 
vociferols protests of the faith healer, In- 
epector Joyce quarantined the Waterbury 
household and vaccinated all the inmates. 

“All right, just wait and see. There won't 
be any smallpox here.“ declared Mrs. Water- 
bury, as she ylelded to the law. 


Quarantine Sign Nailed Up. 

All right, we'll wait and see, agreed the 
inspector as he nailed up a quarantine sign. 

Inspector Joyce, and the Waterburys, and 
the neighbors, and sundry sympathizing 
friends waited three days—five days—a week. 
Then last Tuesday the inspector on his daily 
visit discovered symptoms of smallpox in 
Mrs. Waterbury and her son Elba. Mrs. 
Waterbury was not ready to admit it was the 
disease, but Inspector Joyce lost no time in 
sending the patients to the smallpox hospital. 

In the Waterbury residence were left Mrs. 
Waterbury’s mother, Mrs. M. A. Class, to- 
gether with her 7 year old son. Charles, anda 
6 year old nephew from Flushing, Mich. In- 
| spector Joyce stationed a policeman near the 
house to enforce the quarantine, and then 
started out to vaccinate the entire village. 

Miss Cotten has been discharged from 
the isolation ‘hospital, but the Ham- 
monde are still there, though convalescent, 
Mrs. Waterbury and her son will recover, the 


physicians say.

PEST EPIDEMIC AT ANN ARBOR. 


Univergity Authorities Report Seven 
Cases Among Students in Engi- 


neering Department. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—Sev- 
en cases of smallpox have been discovered 
among the students of the University of 
Michigan, six of them engineers and one 4 
law student, 


The announcement was made today by the | 


secretary’s Office. and tonight the city pest- 
house was partially wrecked. The building 
had just been prepared to receive the patients. 

The police are making an investigation to 
discover whether the students destroyed the 
pesthouse to save their chums from the hor- 
rors of such a place or whether citizens liv- 
ing near want the house moved. Half a dozen 
residences are within a quarter of a mile of 
the place. 

So cleverly have the university authorities 
handled this matter that tonight, though the 
whole engineering department is being vac- 
cinated, and though among the students the 
number of patients is said to be much greater 
than the number officially announced, there 
is no alarm. 

Even the coeds are preparing themselves 
for vaccination with the utmost coolness. 

Until Friday last inadequate shower bath 
accOmmodations in the gymnasium caused 
the men to be packed in like sardines at all 
times of the day, hanging towels over each 
other. Since then it has been out of com- 
mission, except to the football team, and the 
banquet on Saturday closed it then. Today 
it did not reopen. 

Smallpox was first discovered laat Friday 
in the law department. Its presence was kept 
quiet while a rapid examination of the other 
departments was instituted. So far anly the 
engineers, with six patients, have been inves- 
tigated. Including the great literary depart- 
ment of 1,500 students there are still five de- 
partments unexamined. 

Prof. T. B. Cooley, head of Michigan's Pas- 
teur institute and a health officer of Ann 
Arbor, believes that he has the epidemic al- 
ready under control. 


WOMAN’S STRANGE ACTIONS 
EXCITE NEW YORK CHURCH. 


Miss Mary Byron Holds Mysterious Con- 
versation with Dr. Rairsford at Pul- 
pit of St. George’s—May Be Insane. 


New York, Nov. 14.—According to stories 
printed today the Rev. Dr. William S. Rains- 
ford, rector of St. George's Episcopal church 
and one of the best known clergymen in this 
city, was threatened by a woman while in 
his church on Sunday. Published accounts 
say that the woman rushed into the réctor’s 
study, armed with a revolver, and, after 
some conversation, threatened to kill him. 

Dr. Rainsford's secretary said tonight that 
Sunday morning, after the 11 o'clock service, 
several people went forward to the pulpit to 
greet the rector. Among them was a woman. 
He says there was some conversation, that 
the woman asked several questions, among 
them one as to what had been done with her 
money, which led Dr. Rainsford to believe 
that she was irresponsible, and he referred 
her to the sexton. , 

The secretary also states no threats were 
made and no weapons exhibited. Another 
member of the church, in telling of the inci- 
dent, said that this morning Dr. Rainsford 
was told that the woman had a weapon, and 
that as a consequence he informed the police. 

Miss Mary Byron was taken into custody 
by detectives at noon today, and later was ar- 
raigned in court. Sexton Chapman identified 
her as the woman who appeared in church 
yesterday.

IS KILLED BY HEART DISEASE 


Physicians Work Over Her for Two 
Hours, but She Dies; 


—— 


San Diego, Cal, Nov. 14.— [Special. }—Isa- 
dore Rush, the leading lady of the Fisher & 
Ryley “ Glittering Gloria company, which 
was to have appeared at the Isis theater this 
evening, met death from heart disease in the 
surf while bathing this afternoon. 

The body was recovered immediately and 
every effort was made to bring the spark of 
life back to it, but it was not possible, though 
Wilton Heriot, another member of the com- 
pany, who was in the surf at the same time, 
was revived and will be able to be out with- 
m a few days. 

It is quite the fad among visitors at Coro- 
nado hotel to take a dip in the surf here, 
even if out of the usual season, just because 
it can be done even in midwinter. Mise 
Rush, Mr. Heriot, Miss Olney, and other 
members of the company followed the fad. 

Sea Unusually Dangerous. 

The sea during the last few days has been 
unusually high and was dangerous even for 
the most practiced swimmer. Miss Rush 
had the reputation of being something of an 
athiete and had taken much interest in 
sports of all kinds. She wasa fair swimmer, 
but even the most powerful man would have 
had difficulty in battling with the surf that 
was running this afternoon. So great has 
been the force of the breakers during the 
last few days that the sound of their pound- 
ing on the shore has been plainly heard in 
San Diego. 

Miss Rush and Mr. Heriot had been in 
the plunge bath, and, with other guests at 


the hotel, had made a run into the surf just. 


to say they had been bathing in the surf 
in the middie of November. They were 
swimming midway between the old pier and 
the bathhouse. The two were some little 
distance from the others when suddenly a 
huge breaker broke just where they were 
standing. The undertow caught Miss Rush, 
and, notwithstanding her frantic efforts to 
regain her feet and battle with the waves, 
she was swept out toward the sea. 


Are Rescued from Breakers. 

Mr. Heriot immediately perceived the acci- 
dent and hurried to her assistance. He also 
was caught in the undertow and both were 
buffeted by the surf and were overcome. It 
was some time before those on shore realized 
the serious danger, and when the alarm was 
given E. E. Pitcher, a clerk at the hotel, 
rushed to the rescue and with others brought 
both Miss Rush and Mr. Heriot ashore. Mr. 
Heriot was quickly revived to consciousness 
and was taken to a room in the hotel, where 
he is in bad condition, but will recover. 

When Miss Rush was brought ashore she 
was unconscious, but efforts were at once 
made to revive her. First ald methods were 
applied by those on shore and physicians 
were sent for. The efforts were continued on 
the sands of the beach for a time, and at 3.30 
o'clock were only discontinued long enough to 
convey Miss Rush to a room in the hotel, 
where hot baths and electrical appliances 
were used, but to no purpose, for respiration 
could not be brought back and not even a 
flutter of the heart could be distinguished. 


Indications of Heart Disease. 

In the first efforts on the beach considera- 
ble water was expelled from the lungs of Mr. 
Heriot, but little from those of Miss Rush, 
which fact caused the physicians to reach 
the conclusion that the heart stopped at the 
first shock and that respiration ceased be- 
fore the lungs were filled.

Miss Rush was born in Wiikesbarre, Pa., and 
had a mother and sister in New York City, 
whither the body will be sent for burial. 

It is 
said she was once married to a man named 
White and that she has a daughter, Maud 
White, who is also on the stage and h mar- 
ried to Tyron Power, who recently a 
great hit in Robert Emmet.”

Czar’s Envoy at Washington Declares

Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.— Russia will 
ureue the war in the far east to the bitter 
‘end, that is, until Russia has conquered.”’ 
These are the opening words of an em- 
Phatic statement made at the Russian em- 
bassy today by Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador. 
Several times recently the ambassador, in 
name of his government, has categorical- 
ly denied the possibility of any intervention 


im the war, but the recurrence of rumors that 


the . powers contemplated mediation has 
used the ambassador to reiterate on behalf 
of his government its position regarding in- 
tervention or mediation of any kind. The 
Statement continues: 

deem it my duty to reiterate what I 
have so often said, that Russia will not sus- 
pend in any case her military operations in 
the far east. All rumors and reports regard- 
ing the possible success of the direct over- 
tures for peace which Japan is said to have 
made to Russia, and regarding the media- 
tion of the powers, in my opinion, are started 
for the purpose of convincing the public that 
the end of the war is close at hand. In this 
way it is hoped that the public may be led 
to believe that Japanese loans offer attrac- 
tive investments. 

“Russia can no more admit of interference 
than Great Britain could in the Transvaal, 
or than could the United States in her war 
with Spain. Where the prestige of a country 
fs at stake, all other considerations are and 
must be put aside. 

“Some people may think that financial dif- 
ficulties will influence Russia to end hostili- 
ties. Such an opinion is based on the false as- 
sumption of Russia’s financial resources. 
There is no doubt whatever that Russia. 
whose annual ineome exceeds one milliard of 
dollars, cannot be influenced in her attitude 
toward the outcome of the war by the amount 
of war expenditures,” 


UNEASY OVER BALTIC FLEET. 


Japan Begins to Resent Friendliness of 
France and Germany Toward

LONDON, Nov. 15, 3 a. m.—Judging from 
Tokio dispatches and statements by Japa- 
mese here, the question of the Russian second 
Pacific squadron is giving rise to some un- 
easiness in Japan.

POPE WILL FILL 
NO FRENCH SEES, 


Pius X., in Mildly Worded 


Allocution, Widens the 
“Breach with France. 
PLACES TO REMAIN OPEN. 


Cardinals Expected a More Defiant 


Message and an Appeal to 
People of France. 


— 


ROME, Nov. 14—Pope Pius in his allo- 
cution at the secret consistory at the vatican 
today announced that the holy seé would not 
appoint bishops to the vacant sees in France 
pending a settlement of the dispute with the 
French government. 

The pope declared that he had decided upon 
this course because France had broken the 
fundamental conditions of the concordat in 
violation of divine and natura! law. 


Cardinals Are Disappointed. 

Aside from this announcement, the mildness 
of the pope’s allocution created a disap- 
pointing impression on the mindsof a major- 
ity of the cardinals present at the consistory. 
The pontiff had given the cardinals to under- 
— 2 that he intended to launch an appeal 

r the heads of the French government 
direct to the people of France, urging them to 
be loyal to the church and use their rights as 
citizens to prevent the government from per- 
secuting religion. 

The consistory today marked the beginning 
of the festivities in honor of the jubilee of the 
immachlate conception. The twenty-five 
cardinals living in Rome assembled half an 
hour before the ceremony in order to hear the 
pope's allocution. 

All agree that, outside of the fact that he 
has a careworn expression, the pope, 
notwithstanding his recent attack of gout, 
seems to be in good health. 

Reviews Concordat’s History. 

In his address to the cardinals Pope Pius 
recalled the origin of the concordat and the 
reasons which induced Pope Pius VII. to 
conclude it with Napoleon, especially refer- 


ment of bishops, the budget of the ministry 
of public worship, which was regulated by 
what was practically a contract, and finally 
the fte exercise of Catholic worship. 

He added that the so-called organic arti- 
cles added in 1802 by Napoleon had never 
been recognized by the holy see, either as law 
or as being part of the concordat. Therefore 
the pontiff deplored the fact that the pres- 
ent government of the French republic had 
under various pretexts charged the holy see 
with not having observed the concordat, add- 
ing that the church had never in the case of 
any country infringed an agreement made. 

The pope concluded with the announcement 
already quoted, saying that the French gov- 
ernment had broken the fundamental condi- 


tions of the concordat, a proceeding which 


was not only in violation of the concordat 
but which was also opposed to divine and 
natural law. The pontiff therefore an- 
nounced the impossibility due to the existing 
state of affairs of appointing bishops to the 
vacant sees in France, but expressed the hope 
that an understanding would be reached. 


Ceremony a Brilliant One. 


The festivities in honor of the jubilee of the 
immaculate conception were ly in- 
teresting, as the pope lately had been indis- 
posed, and many persons wished to be as- 
ig of his recovery. All the cardinals liv- 

in Rome, numbering about twenty-five, 
gathered in the hall of the consistory at the 
vatican half an hour before the ceremony, 
taking their places in three groups—cardinal 
bishops, cardinal priests and cardinal dea- 
cons—making one of those imposing pictures 
only to be seen at the apostolic palace. 

Pay Homage to the Pope. 

The pontiff entered the hall of the con- 
sistory, surrounded by his immediate 
entourage, flanked by the noble and 
Swiss guards, and followed by the pa- 
pal court. He seated himself on the 
throne, and those present advanced to pay 
their homage, after which the pope delivered 
@ prayer to the Holy Ghost. Following this 
all.except the cardinals left the hall, as the 
consistory was secret. 

The pope and cardinals then proceeded to 
proclaim the archbishops, bishops, etc., as 
already appointed by brief, which was a mere 
form, and the pope delivered his allocution. 

Immediately after the secret consistory. the 
pope held a semi-public consistory. prelim- 
mary to the ceremony of the canonization of 
the Blessed Alessandro Sauli, the Barnabite, 
and blessed Gerardo Mailla, the redemptorist, 
which takes place next month. 

The United States was represented at the 
consistory by Mgr. Kennedy, rector of the 
American college here, and Mgr. Seton, titu- 
lar archbishop of Heliopolis of Jersey City, 
N. J. Mgr. Kennedy at the private con- 
sistory received the pallium for Archbishop 
Glennon of St. Louis. The pallium for Arch- 
bishop Moeller of Cincinnati was received by 
Father Haver, private secretary of Cardinal 
Gotti, and the pallium for Archbishop Mess- 
mer of Milwaukee was received by Mgr. 
Jaquet. 

Sudden Death of a Cardinal. 

The ceremonies of the jubilee were sad- 
dened by the sudden death in his apartments 
in the vatican of the aged Cardinal Mocenni, 
who under Leo XIII. was administrator of 
the apostolic palace. Mocenni and Merry 
de Val were the only cardinals residing at 
the vatican. 

Cardinal Mocenni had been a sufferer from 
heart trouble for a long time, but this morn- 
ing Was apparently better. He insisted on 
getting up and even refused to be assisted 
to dress himself. He seated himself in his 
customary armchair, but shortly afterwards 
suddenly became worse. Dr. Lapponi was 
hurriedly called but only arrived in time to 
announce the cardinal’s death, which was 
due to heart disease. 

The pope wished to go immediately to the 
deathroom, but was asked to wait until it 
was put in order. The funeral will take place 
on Thursday.

LINCOLN PARK OFFICIALS. 
DEFEND NEW AUTO RULE. 


Say It Will Cause No Trouble or Expense 
in Registering Machines—John Far- 
son Talks of a Second Injunction. 


Lincoln park officials fail to see why the 
stringent automobile ordinance which was 
passed by the board last week, to be effective 
in ten days, should have called for such # 
protest from John Farson, president of the 
Automobile club. They declared yesterday 
that there would be no expense attached to 
the registration of numbers with the board, 
and that it simply required the investment of 
1 cent in a postal card to send in the number 
and name and address of the person regis- 
tering. 

Attorney Frank Hamlin, who drafted the 
ordinance, said: 

It has been argued Hy the attorneys for 
Mr. Farson and the Automobile club that 
without the registry clause the park speed 
ordinance was invalid. We believe the ordi- 
nance has always been valid, but the amend- 
ment will satisfy any doubts on the part of 
Mr. Farson and his attorney. The fact that 
the new ordinance practically replaces the 
old one does not make it necessary to take 
the whole thing out of the Appellate court. 
The differences will adjust themselves in 
the pleadings.” 

Mr. Farson does not take such a view of the 
situation. 

“There will have to be new injunctions, 
and the whole thing so far as the Lincoln 
park board is concerned will have to begin 
anew. What we need is a uniform automo- 
bile ordinance for the city and all the park 
boards.“ 

The three park boards filed demurrers 
the injunction granted to Mr. Farson and 
others, claiming that it should have been 
issued against each park board separately.

FATE OF O'SHEA 


IN JURY'S HANDS 


Wife Slayer Awaits in Cell 


Summons to Hear Verdict 
in Marder Case. 


TABLETS TAKEN AWAY. 


Judge's Instructions and Attor- 
ney Olson's Speech Visibly 
Worry Defendant. 


Victor ‘Roland O’Shea, the slayer of his 
young wife, Amy, nervously awatts a sum- 
mons te Judge Chetlain’s courtroom at 10 
o’clock this morning. At that hour the twelve 
jurymen selected to decide his fate are ex- 
pected to return their verdict. 

“They will acquit me,“ O’Shea said yes- 
terday, when at 5 o'clock in the afternoon a 
deputy sheriff led him to the county jail, 
where he is now a prisoner. | 

His strained face and a tremor in his voice 
belied this show of assurance. Judge Chet- 
lain’s instructions to the jury two hours be- 
fore, when it retired to deliberate, had un- 
nerved him visibly. 

It was agreed between the attorneys that 
if the jury did not reach a decision before 
court adjourned at 5 o’clock, a sealed verdict 
should be returned this morning. At 6 
o’clock a bailiff reported that the jury had 
„ nothing to report.“ Apparently it was far 
from an agreement. 

O'snea shook hands with his father and 
spoke encouragingly to his mother and sister 
as he was taken from the courtroom. At the 
door he passed the three women whose testi- 
mony may send him to the penitentiary for 
life—his wife's mother, Mrs. Wilhelmina 
Hogengon; her daughter, Adeline, and Jennie

“ They’ve done their dest,“ he observed to 
the deputy sheriff. 
Strychnine Tablets Taken Away. 
At the jail the prisoner was searched. In 
a vest pocket was found a small bottle con- 
taining tablets. 
What's that?“ he was questioned, 
„Medicine,“ he answered. take them 


for dyspepsia. If you don't mind, I'll keep 


them.“ 
jail physician examined the tablets and 
dnounced them strychnine, each contain- 
ing one-sixtieth of a grain. were fifty 
tablets in the bottle. . 

“You can’t have them,” he said. Not 
saying that——”’ 

„O, why should I!” O'Shea broke in, heat- 
edly. “I tell you I take them for medi- 
eine.“ 

A package of cigarets, found in another 
pocket, and a small penknife also were de- 
nied the prisoner. Then he was taken toa 
cell on the third floor of the building. 

O’Shea was displeased. He had hoped to 
occupy a bed in the hospital ward. He was 
disgusted when he found that the cell already 
had one occupant—Joseph Feinberg, serving 
a jail sentence e for a saloon robbery. 

„ Hello, pal,” said Feinberg, cordially. 
“I've read about you in the papers.” 


Olson Makes Vigorous Attack. 

During the morning O'Shea had listened 
with a flushed face to the closing argument 
to the jury on behalf of the prosecution, 
made by Assistant State’s Attorney Olson. 

“Cast away the flowery figures of Clar- 
ence Darrow's speech and attend to reason,“ 
the attorney said. 
tempt to fix a defense of insanity on such 
drivel as the witnesses for the defense have 
uttered is an insult to the community. 

Every indication points to premeditation 
before this crime and cold blooded prepara- 
tion for a defense less than an hour after- 
ward.“ 

When court was reconvened at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, Judge Chetlain began the 
reading of his instructions. At first stress 
was laid on the points of law that favored the. 
defendant. 

Court’s Instructions to Jury. 

Then the tenor of the instructions changed, 
and O'Shea shifted in his seat uneasily. The 
jury was told that if it decided the defendant 
was guilty of murder it might sentence him 
to be hanged or to be imprisoned for life or 
any term not Jess than fourteen years. If it 
found that the killing of Amy O’Shea was 
not premeditated, it might send him to the 
penitentiary for as short a term as one year. 

“If he appeared to act strangely in the opin- 
ion of some persons, and yet if you believe his 
mental faculties at the time of the killing 
were not impaired to the extent that they 
deprived him of the power to resist a murder- 
ous impulse, then you must find him guilty,” 
declared the court. This also worried O’Shea. 

It is agreed O’Shea has no reason to fear a 
sentence of hanging, the extreme penalty 
having been waived by the prosecution infer- 
entially by omission in its arguments to the 


jury.

Discovery of Evidence of Crime Is

Knife wounds and bruises on the body of

Death Checks Trip to Italy. 

The body was found early in the morning 
near the foot of Byron avenue, Rogers Park. 
It apparently had been in the water longer 
than a week. Nothing was found in the 
pockets to give any clew to the identity, ex- 
cept a pass issued by Joseph de Leonardy, an 
agent employed by the Grand Trunk rallway.

De Leonardy was notified and declared the 
body was that of Sclasani. He said he knew 
little about the man except that he had saved 
considerable money since he began 5 
in Chicago. He had purchased the 
ta tion to return to his family in Italy. 


Believe Malice Prompted Slayer. 


Although it is the theory of the police that 
the man was robbed after being murdered, 
they believe this was not the sole motive 
for the crime. After stabbing him from 
behind and in more than a dozen places, the 
assailant had crushed Sclasani’s skull. This 
is taken to indicate that the murderer desired 
to satisfy a feeling of revenge or hatred. 

It is the opinion of the police and deputy 
coroner that the man was murdered near the 
lake front, in the heart of the city, and 
that the body was carried by the current 
north to Rogers Park.

New York, Nov. 14.—I Special. I— The great 


Wolated New York and other cities of the 
east from the rest of the world still holde 
this city partly in its grasp, but the force of 
the gale has beaten itself out on the New 
England coast. Few disasters to shipping 
have been reported, for the reason that 
storm signals had been so generally dis- 
played that vessels remained in port. 

While its effects were more unique than 
wertlos it was the worst storm New York 
has @eperienced since the memorabie blis- 
sard of 1888. Telegraph and telephone poles, 
borne down by the weight of snag and ice 
merusted wires, gave way before the re- 
sistless sweep of the gale, and for many 
hours New York was completely shut off 
from all means of communication. * 


Business Paralyzed for Hours. 


Business in the stock exchange and in the 
grain and cotton exchanges was paralyzed 
during the greater part of the day. Big brok- 
erage concerns who daily operate over thou- 
sands of miles of private wires were prac- 
tically heipless. They could talk with 
hai more readily than with Albany, 160 mile 


Practically, New York’s field of business 
operations today ,therefore, was limited to 
the clroumscribed territory bounded by Phil- 
adeiphia and Boston, with a few fugitive quo- 
tations at uncertain intervals from Chicago 
and New Orleans brought under sea and over- 
land and through foreign lands in such a 
slow, toundabout way as practically to be 
valueless. 


To Washington Via Chicago. 

The manner in which’ partial news and 
general communication with Chicago and the 
west was secured late in the day was unique. 
At 10 o'clock a wire was opened to Baltimore. 
Messages, news and commercial, for the west 
were taken in cabs a distance of ten blocks 
to the telephone office, then forwarded by 
telegraph to over a long distance

cablegram around the world. It was ad- 
dressed to Orson C. Wells of the Chicago 
office and read as follows: — 

“ Steels and tractions higher. Balance of 
market steady.” 

This was the first telegraph message which 
came into Chicago after the storm in the 
east leveled the wires between this city and 
the coast. The cablegram was received in 
Chicago at 11 a. m. and is beileved to have 
taken half an hour in transmission. 

The message came by the Postal Tele- 
graph service and in reaching Chicago it 
traveled nearly 28,000 miles. It was filed at 
the New York office and then transmitted by 
cable to London. From there it was sent 
across the English channel to France. Then 
it found its way along the Mediterranean 
cable to the isthmus of Suez. It was flashed 
under the Red sea to the Ifdian ocean, then 
in the Pacific to Yokohama, Japan, and across 
the ocean to San Francisco, There it found 
itself again upon overhead wires and it was 
sent direct to Chicago.

AIRSHIP TEST A FAILURE. 


BLE WITHOUT A RUDDER. 


Effort Is Made te Steer the Car by Means 
eof Fans, but the Propeller is 
Broken—Noted Persons Witness the 
Experiment on the St. Louis Fair 
Grounds, Which Is Made to Try the 
Mechaniam of the French Aeronaut’s 
Invention. 


St. Louis. Mo., Nov. 14.—[Special.} — The 
Francois airship in a test today failed to 
demonstrate its dirigibility, owing, as its in- 
ventor said, to the absence of a rudder. One 
| of the propellers was broken during the ex- 


periment. 

The ascension lasted fifteen minutes, dur- 
ing which time the efforts of the aeronaut 
to steer the machine by fans, or propellers, 
were watched by President Francis of the 
exposition, Miss Helen Gould, and many 
members of the board of lady managers, 
Prof. Langley of Washington, count de la 
Vaulx, and thousands of other spectators. 

At no time was the aifship released. but was 
held at the end of a rope 100 feet above the 
ground. The announcement was made that 
the ascension was made to test the dirigibility 
of the machine with fans and try the balance 

Unable to Steer the Ship. 

M. Hippolite Francois of Paris, France, the 
inventor, and M. Schneider, his engineer, 
tried to turn the airship aromd while it was 
drifting slowly west. The right-hand fans 
were stopped and those on the left were re- 
volved swiftly, but this produced no change 
in the course. It was dragged around by 
the men on the ground holding the rope. 


May Try It Again Today. 
Shortly after this a sharp breaking noise 
was heard, and a few seconds later one of 
the stern propellers struck the upper frame- 
work several hard blows, breaking the pro- 
peller and splintering several of the under 
supports. Francois signaled to those on the 
ground and the airship was pulled down and 
taken into the aerodrome. 

An examination showed that one of the steel 
braces beneath the stern had pulled loose,and 
that the rear end of the car had tilted up- 
ward, throwing the propeller into the upper 
work. M. Francois stated that the damage 
could be repaired within a few hours, and 
that. weather permitting, a flight would be 
made tomorrow. 

The Francois airship is the largest that has 
ever been seen in the United States, and Its 
inventor says that it is the largest fying ma- 
chine in the world. The principle of locomo- 
tion combines the ideas advanced by other 
aeronauts demonstrating at the world's fair, 
in that its propellers revolve in different 
directions at the same time; the forward set 
pulling the machine through the air and the 
stern set exerting a pushing force. 


PRINCE FUSHIMI AT CAPITAL. 


Mikado’s Cousin Arrives at Washington 
and Will Call on President Roose- 
velt This Forenoon. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—Prince Fu- 
shimi, the adopted brother of the emperor of 
Japan, arrived in Washington this after- 
noon at half past 5 o'clock, and assumed for 
the first time since his arrival in this country 
his official personality as prince of the royal 
house of Japan. He was met at the station 
by the third assistant secretary of state, Mr. 
Pierce, who, as the personal representative 
of the president, bade him welcome to this 
country. 

The program for the entertainment of the 
prince begins tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock, 
when he will be presented to the president. 
The prince will wear his full uniform when 
calling at the White house, and the state de- 
partment, but will wear civilian dress when 
calling on.the foreign ambassadors. 

The president will return the cal! of Prince 
Fushimi tomorrow afternoon at 8 o’clock.

Toledo, O., Nov. 14.—[{Special.]—The arrest 
of George R. Letcher, a retired capitalist of 
Williams county, O., at San José, Cal., is 
thought to be the culmination in a series of 
Sensational arson cases that have puzzled 
northwestern Ohio authorities since early in 
the '70s. Letcher is charged with having set 
fire to the stores of C. Wynn at Montpelier 
in 1877. Fifty thousand dollars was collected 
in insurance. Letcher disappeared after the 
fire, and twelve years ago turned up in San 
José. He is now wealthy. His arrest was 
partially accomplished through the confes- 
sion of Jack Paige, the famous Ohio firebug.

There is still a great difference of opinion 
among party leaders as to the wisdom of 
touching the tariff at all. It is likely that 
if the men who really control the policy of 
the republican party could: be polled at the 
present time a large majority of the votes 
would favor the stand pat policy. .Never- 
theless the sentiment in favor of revision is 
becoming distinctly stronger every day, and 
if the president does as his friends expect 
him to do an extra session will be called for 
April.or May for the express purpose of re- 
vising the tariff. There will not be a special 
session, however, unless it can be ascertained 
in advance that harmonious action by the 
republicans in the house and senate can be 
assured 

Immediately after congress opens there will 
begin’ a general exchange of opinions on the 
tariff, and these conferences will continue 
with more or less frequency until about the 
holiday time. If the décision is favorable 
to the revision the plan undoubtedly will be 
to have the extra session in April or May, so 
that a law can be passed and out of the way 
before July 1. In that event the ways and 
means committee of the house will take up 
the Dingley tariff law and consider it section 
by section with the idea of having ready for 
the special session a new bill embodying the 
general idea of the tariff revision scheme. 
The outlook at the present time, in spite of 
the adverse feeling among a majority of the 
leaders favorable to tariff revision, is a new 
bill to be passed prior to July 1 next, and 
probably to go into effect at the same time. 


Mr. Babcock Enthusiastic. 
Representative Babcock of Wisconsin is 

still as much of a revisionist as ever. 
“At present,” he said the Dingley sched- 
ules in many instances are much higher than 


cost of materials and labor in this country 
and the cost of the same things abroad. No 
one man can formulate a basis for a reduc- 
tion of the tariff. I have personally investi- 
gated the iron and steel schedules, and have 
previously introduced bills to reduce rates 
on those articles. It is folly to attempt to 
strike at the trusts by reducing the tariff, 
because we should probably punish the labor- 
ing man and independent manufacturer much 
more than the trusts. When we havea tariff 
of 150 per cent, although it is a notorious 
fact that 100 per cent on that cle would 
answer all legitimate purposes of protection, 
the extra 50 per cent, whether it be given 
to an individuai or to the corporations. is 
a bonus to the manufacturer and a burden 
to the consumer A legitimate reduction of 
the tariff along protective lines, and conduct- 
ed by republicans, would increase the reve- 
nues of the government and not diminish 
them. Many of our rates of duty are prohib- 
itive. If the figures should be reduced toa 
more reasonable basis, and placed more in 
harmony with modern conditions, it would 
be impossible to continue a great many mo- 
nopolies which now are freed from foreign 
competition, while, at the same time, the 
customs revenues of the country would be 
fully 10 per cent greater than at present. 
Thus revision of the tariff would deprive the 
opposition of the only legitimate basis of 
attack they have had upon the republican 
administration, ,because we should at the 
same time destroy all the excessive duties 
which might promote monopoly, and also 
wipe out the deficit in the finances of the gov- 


ernment.”

FAIRBANKS BALKS GOV. DURBIN. 


Vice President-Elect Will Retain United 
States Senatorship Until March 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—[Special.J— 
Vice President-Elect Fai ks will not re- 
tire from the senate until March 4 néxt, ac- 
cording to reliable information obtained here. 
He will not withhold his resignation until 
that time, however, nor will he place it in 
the hands of Gov. Durbin. 

It is the intention of Mr. Fairbanks to ten- 
der his resignation to Gov. Hanly immediate- 
ly upon the inauguration of the latter. Gov. 
Hanly will be inducted into office Jan. 8 and 
the formal resignation of Senator Fairbanks 
will be placed in his hands on that day, to 
take effect March 4 at noon, when the In- 
dianian will take the oath of office as vice 
president. 

Senator Fairbanks does not believe it would 
benefit..his state to resign before March 4, 
thus causing a vacancy and adding to the 
complications of the senatorial situation, 
which is mixed at present. 

There can be no advantage to the state 
in having a senator appointed by the gov- 
ernor at this time, and then have an elec- 
tion when the legislature meets. It is known 
that Senator Fairbanks is favorable to the 
election of Representative Hemenway as his 
successor and that he will do nothing to de- 
feat senatorial ambitions of the chairman 
of the appropriations committee. Gov. Dur- 
bin is a candidate for the senatorship, and it 
has been suggested that if Senator Fairbanks 
should resign now it would be possible for 
Gov. Durbin to relinquish the governorship, 
which would place the lleutenant governor at 
the head of the state government and give 
him power to appoint Gov. Durbin ag senator 
until the legislature meets. '

BEGIN THE WORK 
ON NEW CHARTER. 


Members of Executive Com- 
mittee Meet and Decide 
on Procedure. 


WILL NAME COMMISSION. 


Number of Municipal Experts to 
Be Asked to Frame the 
Grant. 


The committee intrusted with the task of 


framing a new charter for the city of Chi- 
cago began work yesterday. 
At a meeting of fourteen members of the 
executive committee of the charter conven- 
tion, held in the Woman's temple in the 
afternoon, a committee of three was ap- 
pointed to choose from among the municipal 


mittee of selection is composed of E. G. Keith. 
chairman of the charter convention; John M. 
Clark, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee; and Bernard E. Sunny, chairman of the 
campaign committee. The committee will 
report its choice at the next meeting of the 
executive committee Friday afternoon. 

It was definitely decided that the conven- 
tion will not reconvene until the executive 
committee has something tangible to report 
in the shape of a charter drafted and ready 
for debate. 


Praises Campaign Work. 
In calling the meeting to order Mr. Clark 
took occasion to declare that the victory 


‘was largely due to the excellent work of 


the campaign committee in effectively pre- 
senting the charter amendment to the people 
tor approval. 

By the act of the convention at its last 
session,” said Mr. Clark, it now becomes 
the duty of the committee to take preliminary 
eteps in the drafting of the new charter for 
the consideration of the convention. I as- 
sume that the broad spirit which predomi- 
nated in the convention will still govern its 
actions, and that all interests In the city and 
all shades of opinion will be given full op- 
portunity to codperate in the work. 

“I would submit, simply as my own opin- 


fon, that the best way to begin our work 


will be to assume that the new charter will 
retain all provisions of the present charter 
that have proved satisfactory, and that our 
chief aim will be to amend those that have 
proved unsatisfactory, and to add such pro- 
visions as the necessities of the city seem to 


require. 


Court Rulings on Present Charter. 


Almost every provision of the present 
charter has been passed upon and construed 
by the courts of the state, and there would 
thus be no uncertainty in regard to their legal 
effect and meaning. 

“ Since the last meeting of the convention 
death has come to three of its most promi- 
nent members—Ald. Mavor, John H. Ham- 
line, and William T. Baker. Steps will be 
taken to have these vacancies and any others 
that have occurred filled before the con- 
vention again meets.“ 

Chairman Clark declared that the charter 
should be the product of the minds of the 
ablest authorities on practical municipal gov- 
ernment that the city can command. He 
pointed out that such a charter cannot be 
framed by an ordinary body of public spirited 
men, but by a commission of experts, each 
one of whom is known for his grasp of the 
economic problems confronting the city. It 
was at his suggestion that the subcommittee 
of the three chairmen was appointed to can- 
vass the field and select these authorities. 


Committee Given Wide Latitude. 


The committee of selection was given the 
widest latitude in the matter, and nothing 
was stipulated as to the size of the commis- 
sion. In a general way, however, the com- 
mittee will be guided by a desire to get the 
services of authorities on taxation, o@ the 
justice courts, on the consolidation of local 
taxing bodies, the’ extension of the referen- 
dum, public utilities, and a score of other 
problems. The committee will meet today. 

When the commission of authorities shall 
have drawn a tentative instrument the con- 
vention will be reassembled and the draft 
submitted for discussion by the delegates and 
the community at large. 

Secretary Brown was instructed to notify 
the organizations participating in the conven- 
tion to fill any vacancies in their representa- 
tion which have occurred, and to be ready 
for an early meeting of the general body.

JAPANESE FINANCES. 


A Tokio dispatch says a draft of the war 


tax measure which will be submitted to the 
diet two weeks hence shows a proposed in- 
crease in import duties of $750,000 a year.

‘The fact of asking on the.part of any spe- 
cial interest is proof that the applicant has 
‘some purpose to serve, which should not be 
considered. 

The people have clearly indicated in the 
vote of last Tuesday that they think they 
can trust their president. Let him alone! 
He is the only person who can justly deter- 
mine what official advisers will be most 
useful to him. 


TRADE WITH CANADA. 

The value of American exports to Canada 
for the first nine months of this year was 
$103,000,000. For the corresponding 
months of 1902 it was $83,000,000.. Here 
is a gain of 24 per cent in two years. It is 
‘due in part to the steady substantial growth 
of the population of the dominion. Immi- 
gration is increasing and will continue to 
do so. Many of the immigrants are Ameri- 
cans, accustomed to American manufac- 
‘tures, and who will keep on buying them 
‘a hostile tariff does not hinder. ; 

Here is/the opportunity of the country 
and of the republican party. That party 
‘has. complete control of the goyernment. 
Whatever it believes is best calculated to 
promote the trade and industrf of the United 
States it can do. Reciprocity with Canada 
is one method of expanding trade which the 
country cannot afford to neglect. If it be 
neglected Canada will be thrown into the 
arms of Great Britain. 

The liberals remain in power in Canada. 
They are more favorable to a réciprocity 
agreement than their opponents. If such an 
agreement be secured, even though it shall 
apply to a limited number of articles, it will 
help American industries, just as the Cuban 
arrangement is aiding them. ; 

The American tariff is higher on the aver- 
age than that of Canada. It is higher—un- 
reasonably so—on competing products. A 
downward revision of the tariff, which is 
one of the imperative duties of the next 
congress, will check the tendency of the 
Canadians to advance their duties. As the 
Americans lower their tariff the Canadians 
will lower theirs, and in that way an ap- 
proach to reciprocity will be secured. 

The United States sends to the dominion 
now as much as to Asia, Africa, Oceanica, 
and Central America. Is not that kind of a 
matket worth cultivating?: 


SHAW AND LIFE. 

Shaw thinks that he can explain every- 
thing. Shakspeare didn't. That is why a 
Shakspeare play leaves you with the feeling 
that the mysteries of life have simply been 
exhibited to you, but exhibited forcibly and 
touchingly, while a Shaw play sends you 
away with the reflection that those mys- 
teries have. been unconvincingly, analyzed. 

Analysis is Shaw’s god. He makes Can- 
dida sit down after it is all over and tell 
you just why it happened. He is unhappy 
till he has analyzed every human motive 
into its ingredients. He has the same confi- 
dence in analysis that the men of 1850 used 
to have in science. They thought that 
science could explain everything. They 
found after awhile that it could with 
the phenomena of life, but that it could 
never explain the essence of life itself. 
Shaw and his followers will have the same 
experience. They love just now to show 
that the reason why a man hates to kill his 
father is that a feeling derived from child- 
hood persists in him to the effect that his 
father gives him his food. Some day they 
will confess themselves as ignorant as

There was a Squire Skottowe,who was gov- 
ernor of Virginia at the outbreak of the war 
of independence, and if by any chance there

‘The last known holder of the Skottowe 
baronetey was a 14 year old boy of the name 
of Thomas, when in 1842 his widowed mother.

Sub- 
sequently he returned, and under the name 
of Thomas Powell married the only daughter 
and heiress of a great territorial magnate of 
the county of Norfolk, named Skottowe, the 
family being of Danish origin. By royal 
license he after his marriage assumed the 
name of Skottowe; and was created a baronet 
as Sir Thomas Skottowe. One of his grand- 
sons became a governor of the East India 
company, while another was, as stated above, 
governor of Virginia when the war of in- 
dependence broke out.

The gala 
‘decorations of the full dress of the former 
electors of Saxony consist of buttons, collar, 
sword hilt, and scabbard, all of diamonds, 
three of the stones in the epaulets weigh- 
ing fifty carats each. But the gem of most 
unique interest and singularity is a green 
‘brilliant, weighing forty carats, prized rather 
for the rarity of its color than for its size. 
The collection of sixty-three rings in an- 
other glass case include two which belonged 
to Martin Luther, one his enameled seal ring 
with a death's head and the motto Mori 
saepe cogita.“ while the other consists of a 
cornelian, bearing a rose with a cross in 
the center. The presenee of these two rings 
of Luther as well as of one which belonged 
tc Melanchthon serve to recall the oft for- 
gotten fact that the royal house of Saxony, 
although today Roman Catholic, were among 
the earliest and most powerful patrons and 
supporters of Martin Luther and champions 
of the Lutheran cause in Germany.

The situations are sufficiently out 
of the average to impress as a bit novel, the

RY land covers 55,000,000 square miles, 
or three-tenths, of the surface of the 
earth, and extends an average of 2,250 
feet above sea level. Water covers 
137,200,000 square miles, or seven- 

tenths, of the surface, and has an average 
depth of 14.640 feet. The land and the water 
areas are so enormous, they extend to such 
a height and such a depth, they are so sharp- 
ly marked off from each other, that they 
strike the mind as the type of the enduring. 
One is prone to think that while all other 
things in this world are changeable they at 
least must be immutable. But this is to 
forget that the land and water are really 
but a small part of the earth. If the earth's 
surface were modeled on a globe two feet 
in diameter, Mount Everest, the king of 
the Himalayas,“ would pe but seventeen- 
thousandths of an inch thick. If it were 
modeled on a globe 100 feet in diameter, 
Mount Everest would not be nine-tenths of 
an ineh tall, and the profouridest ocean would 
be a depression only a half-inch to an inch 
deep. Keeping in mind that the earth's 
crust is but a thin shell, we are likely to 
conclude that comparatively slight move- 
ments in its immense interior, supplemented 
by the incessant eroding and carrying ac- 
tion of water upon the land. would, in the 
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above sea level. Darwin showed that ¢ 
sils become fixed in rocks only when 
sea bed at the place where the rocks are 
being formed is sinking. Consequently, then 
fossils must first have been sunk into the 
bed of the sea and afterwards raised to 
heights where they are now lodged. 

we realize that the tops of the 
Himalayas were once beneath the bottom 
of the sea we begin to get some idea of the 
extent of the changes that have taken place 
on the earth. 

At places where the surface has been 
changed by the internal forces of the globe 
the rivers have been assiduously transform.

Scattered over large parts of North Amer- 
ica, Europe, and Asia are quantities of peb- 
bles which are scratched in a peculiar way. 
The rocks in these regions also are often 
scratched in the same way, and many bouid- 
ers are found which it is plain were car- 
ried to where they now He from great dis- 
tances. These and other evidences prove 
to geologists that most of the northern tem- 
perate zone was once covered by glaciers; 
for only glaciers would make these peculiar 
scratches and only they could carry these 
great boulders so far. The glaciers reached 
south in North America to a line drawn 
from New York through Pennsylvania, St. 
Paul, the Black hills, and Southern Colo- 
rado, and thence to the Pacific coast at the 
mouth of the Columbia river. Just what 
conditions on the earth caused these im- 
mense glacierg is uncertain. Geologists are 
pretty well agreed, however, that there cou 
not have been a glacial period if there ha 
not been an arrangement of sea and land 
in this region wholly different from that 
which exists ®ow. As the heat of the sun 
does not vary, 
temperature of the surface of the earth must 
be due to changes in that surface itself. 

Another evidence of past changes in sea 
and land is the distribution of animals. Por 
tions of land cut off by the sea from all other 
portions during long periods develop species 
of animals peculiar to themselves But there 
are fegions now separated by wide and deep 
seas which have fauna much alike. The 
conclusion of geology is that these regions 
were in recent geolagical times united by 
land. The island of Madagascar is separated 
from the continent of Africa by a channel 
250 miles wides and 1,100 fathoms deep, but 
the mammals of Madagascar and Africa are 
so much alike that the island must formerly 
have been part of the continent. On similar 
grounds ft is believed that India was for- 
merly connected with South Africa, and 
Australia with New Zealand and possibly 
even with South America. 


Stratified rock is found at every stage of 
elevation in the earth’s surface up to the 
tops of mountains. As stratification goes 
on only in the-sea along coast lines these 
rocks have been raised to their present height 
from the bed of the ocean: More remark- 
able still, marine shells are found imbedded 
in rocks on Alpine summits 10,000 feet above 
sea level, and a species of large foraminifer 
has been found in the Himalayas 17,000 feet

‘which is capable of furnishing good enter 


tainment along artistic lines and to afford a 
supposedly large class of neglected “ artists 
an opportunity. to: prove their abilities. 

-That the city possesses musical talent of a 
good degree of competency is a fact which 
needs no demonstrating—the Chicago singers 
and instrumentalists before the public long 
ago settled that point. That there are many 
artists who are being left unrecognized 
is seriously doubted—real ability is not so 
plentiful that it nowadays remains long un- 
discovered. : 

There is an abundance of musical mediocrity 
here in Chicago, just as there is elsewhere 
in the world—mediocrity which delights in 
calling itself artistic,“ which overcrowds 
the musical profession and deprives true com- 
petency ofits rightful place and due—but such 
mediocrity is already sufficiently to the fore 
and needs no series of concerts to exploit it. 
It may borrow the proud title of artist,“ 
and thus still more bedraggle a word which 
should be reserved for only the masters in 
musical achievement, but the borrowing does 
not create ability, nor does it prove that high 
talent is being neglected.

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Helen Campbells Breakfast Bread 

BREAD PANCAKBS.—One cup of coarse 
crumbs, soaked overnicht in a quart of 
warm milk, or milk and water. In the morn- 
ing Mash fine and kun through a sieve. Add 
three eggs well beaten, half a cup of flour, a 
large spoon of sugar, a teaspoon of salt, and, 
ir liked, a little nutmég. If the bread was 
in the least sour, add a teaspoon of soda dis- 
solved in a little warm water. Bake like 
pancakes, but more siowly. 

BUCKWHEAT CAKES.—Two cups’ of 
buckwheat flour, one ot wheat. flour, one of 
cornmeal; half a cup of yeast; one teaspoon 
of salt; one quart of boiling water. Mix the 
cornmeal and salt, and pour on the boiling 
water slowly, that the meal may swell. As 
soon as merely warm, stir in the sifted flour 
and yeast. All buckwheat may be used in- 
stead of part wheat flour. Beat well, cover, 
and put in a ‘cool place, about 60 degrees. 
In the morning stir. well and add half a tea- 
spoon of soda dissolved in a little warm 
water. Grease the griddle with.a little salt 
pork on a fork, but never have it floating with 
fat, as many cooks do. Drop in large spoon- 
fuls, and bake and serve a few at a time, or 
they will become heavy and unfit to eat. If 
a cupful.of the batter is saved, no yeast need 


be saved for the next baking, and in cold 


weather this can be done for a month. 

BREAKFAST PUFFS.—One pint flour, one 
pint milk, and one egg. Stir the milk into 
the flour; beat the egg extremely lightly and 
add it, stirring well in. Meantime havea set 
of gem pane well buttered. heating in the 
oven., Put in the dough, which is sufficient 
for a dozen puffs, and bake for half an hour 
in an extremely hot oven. This is one of 
the simplest but most delicate breakfast 
cakes made. Ignorant cooks generally spoil, 
several batches by persisting in putting in 
baking powder or as they cannot be- 
lieve that the puffs will rise without. 

HOMINY WAFFLES.—One pint of warm 
boiled hominy; one cup of sweet or sour milk: 
butter the size of a walnut; three eggs, one 
teaspoon of salt, and soda sifted with one 
pint of four. Stir hominy and milk together; 
add the beaten yolks; then the flour, and last 
the whites beaten stiff. By adding a small 
cup more of milk pancakes may be made. 
Boiled rice, oatmeal, or wheaten grits may 
be substituted for the hominy. 

HOE CAKB.—One quart of cornmeal, one 
teaspoon of salt, e tablespoon of melted 
lard, one large coup of boiling water. Melt 
the lard in the water. Mix the salt with the 
meal, and pour on the water, stirring it into 
a dough. When cool, make either into one 
large oval cake or two smaller ones and bake 
in the oven to a bright brown, which will 
take about half an hour; or make in small 
cakes and bake slowly on a griddle, browning 


well on each side. Genuine hoe cake is baked 


before an fire on a board. 
PARKERHOUSE ROLLS.—Two quarts of 
flour, one pint of milk, butter the size of an 
egg. one tablespoon of sugar, one teacup of 
good yeast, one teaspoon of salt. Boil the 
milk, and add the butter, salt, and sugar. 
Sift the flour into a deep bowl and when the 
milk is merely blood warm stir toget 
with enough of the flour to form a batter or 
sponge. Do this at 9 or 10 in the evening, and 
set in a cool place, from 50 to @ degrees. 
Next morning about 9 mix in the remainder

of the flour, turn on to the molding board, ané 
knead for twenty minutes, using as little flour 
ae possible. Return to the bowl, and set ip 
cool place again till about 4 in the afternoon. 
Knead again for fifteen minutes and roll out 
and cut into rounds, which may be flattened 
and folded over. Put them an inch apart 
in well buttered pans, and let them rise one 
hour and bake twenty minutes. One knead- 
ing makes a good breakfast roll, but to secure 
the peculiar deiidacy of a parkerhouse two 
are essential. 

CORNBREAD—Two cups cornmeal, one 
eup of flour, one teaspoon of soda, and one of 
salt, one heaping tablespoon of butter; a 
teacup of sugar, three eggs, two cups of. 
sour milk, the more creamy the better. If 
sweet milk Is used substitute baking powder 
for soda. Sift meal, flour, soda, and salt 
together, beat the yolks of the eggs with the 
sugar; add the milk, and stir into the meal, 
melt the butter and stir in, beating hard for 
five minutes, Beat the whites of the eggs 
stiff and stir in, bake at once either in one 
large round, or in tin pie plates. The 
loaf will half an hour or a little more; 
the pie plates not overtwenty minutes. This 
can be baked as muffins, or by adding an- 
other cup of milk becomes a pancake mix- 
Some Choice Dishes— 

CHICKEN IN LIQUOR.—Take the bones 
out of a chicken and steam till just ready. 
Take out and let it cool. Cut into thin slices. 
Take gelatinous rice, which has been fer- 
mented with yeast, and water added, and 
cook with this for two hours; afterwards add 
the juice expressed from fresh ginger, soy, 
solsamum and oll, of each alittle. Mix to- 
gether with boiled peanut oll. Dish and add 
fragrant herbs. 

GENT DUCK—Take a fat duck. Open 
and clean. Take two mace of salt and rub 
over it, both outside and in. Put into an 
earthen dish and take of spirits one cup, and 
put the cup with the spirits inside the duck. 
Do not let the spirits spill on the duck; only 
the vapor of the spirits is wanted. Steam 
over water tillquitetender. Lift out the wine 
cup into a bowl. Done in this way there is 
eed of minor vegetables. 

OAST PIG—This is still termed worthy 
the paean sung in its praise by the gentle 
Elia, as it appears on the table, brown coated 
and glossy, royally balanced on its four legs, 
witha lemon in its mouth.

SCALLOPS AND EGGS—This ig similar 
to the preceding recipe. Scald the scallops 
five minutes, then tear apart with two forks 
and scramble them, with an onion chopped 
and fried in two tablespoons hot lard and four 
eggs. The seasoning is of salt and pepper, 
and the whole is served piping hot.

eign wheat may also be used. A. Ruyter, 
manager of the company, said: ‘ We are of- 
fered Argentine, Indian, Russian, and Aus- 
tralian wheat laid down in New York with 
the duty paid at only 5c per bu over the cost 
here of American wheat. These include 
Danubian winter wheat, better than our No. 
2 red, and Russian spring wheat that is far 
better than our spring wheat of this crop, 
and Argentine wheat, which will enable us 
to get all our different kinds of milling wheat 
from abroad in case our market advances 
much above present prices.’ Mr. Ruyter was 
speaking of the possibility of bringing in 
foreign wheat to be manufactured into flour 
The wheat he 
referred to can be brought in and milled tn 
bond for export at a profit of about 200 per 
bu over milling domestic wheat for export.“

a trip through Kansas and Oklahoma, says: 

The elevators are full of wheat, the 
mills full of wheat and flour, and the millers 
looking for storage. At such places as Well- 
ington, Anthony, Harper, Kiowa, and Alva, 
Kas., and at places like Winfield, Kas., the 
dealers are all looking for storage and paying 
demurrage for holding cars on track, wheat 
selling at 70c to 880. There is good wheat in 
Oklahoma. Corn, also, is looking fine and 
would grade jn the Chicago market easily 
good enough to be shipped on rye terms to 
BRurope. The corn ts dry and sun cured. Al- 
together, I feel bearish on wheat and corn. 
In southern Kansas there was twice as much 
wheat seeded this year aslast. A month ago 
the banks had signs reading: ‘ Teams want- 
ed to plow for wheat.’ Every horse and mule 
in the country was plowing for the next crop. 
The wheat looks well in the ground. I saw 
no signs whatever of the Hessian fly, that 
talk is all nonsense.”’
